EDMONTON’S NEW SCHOOL. 

We give to-day two cuts of the pub- 
lic school which the school trustees 
propose to erect here during the com- 
ingsummer. On Wednesday the rate- 


payers vote on the by-law to raise 
$30,000 for the purpose of purchasing 
the site and erecting the  bui'ding, 
whiah{ wi'l ‘bo one of the handsomest 
and most convenient'y planned struc- 
tums in the west. The site, consgist- 
ing of ‘ots 88 to 97, inclusive, River Lat 
8) 'wi'l cost $1,250.00, ard the balance 
of the $30,000 wi'l be applied on the 
building’ itself. The clans were drawn 
by Messrs. Edmiston & Johnson, archi- 
tects, who have laid out the structure, 
as the appended detaile1 description 
will show, on the most’ modern pian 
throughout; and so well was _ their 
work done that their plan was accept- 


ed by the school board ahead of a aoz- 
en others submitted by some of the 
leading eastern architects. The de- 
velopment of the town has made addi- 
tional educational facilities necessary. 
The present school is a fair sized bujid- 
fug handsomely situated, but is al- 
together too smal! for the pupils / at- 
tending, the result of which hag been 
that for the past three years the over- 
flow classes have been billeted around 
town, wherever class rcoms were 
available, Now with the undermin- 
ing of the ground by coal shafts the 
building’ is becoming damaged, if not 
unsafe, and the erection of a new 
building, which will be large enough 
to wold all classes and free from any 
fourdation{ weakness, hus become a 
necessity, The site selected by ithe 
trustees) is the very best one that they 
could} get after the most careful in- 
vestigation, It is excellently situated 
in as central a situation, as it is ‘pos- 
sible: to procure, and gives plenty, of 
room for recreation grounds. The 
position ff the town where the school 


iv to be erected is preeminently adapt+ 


ed for residential purposes, and is each 


year becoming more closely built up 


as the natural growth of the town 
continues, The site is jmmediately 
north of Insp. Sn'yder’s house, on Queen 
street..

PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, March 7,’01, 

The) quesiion of Canada’s grain«ar- 
rying trade between the head of the 
lakes and the sea was discussed on 
Wednesday on a resolution by Mr. 
Bernett, opposition, East Simcoe, de- 
claring in general terms that Canada 
should, adopt a definite line off action 
to increase her share of this trade, The 
resolution calling for definite action 
was itself indefinite, and Mr. Ben- 
nett in his remarks was also indefinite, 
as ‘he did not indicate what he would 
consider the proper action to take. His 
ynain’ point seemed to be the failure 
of results from the deepening! of the 
canals, and therefore the necessity of 
taking’ some other means to secure; a 
greater share of the grain trade to 
Canada, His figures were interesting, 
and unfortunately seemed to 
thoroughly establish his position. Can- 
ada’ had spent 75 million's on’ the Sit, 
Lawrence canal system. . Last year 
the{ railway and canal system between 
Buffalo and New York, handled 200 
million{ bushels of grain. At Montreal 
only 22 mijlions was bandled, of which 
14 millions, or more than half, had! 
been brought in by rail and boat from 
Parry Sound, instead of by way of the 
canals, The handling by way of Mon- 
treal was decreasing, In °99 28 mil- 
lions was handled, and in °98 38 mil- 
lions. While the handlings of grain 
at Montreal were decreasing yearly 
31-2 millions bushels of Canadian 
grain was handled in one year by way 
of Buffalo. The ocean freights from 
New, York and Boston were lower than 
from Canadian ports. 

Hon. Messrs. Blair and Dobell and 
Messrs. Bickerdike, Haggert and

ing from Fort William, Duluth or Chi- 
cago to Quebec. Such a water way 
should at least be able to compete 
with an exaggerated-ditch such as the

Mr. Frank Oliver (Alberta). It is 
not nezessary to add anything to what 
has been said in proof of the necessil y 


of a railway commission whose duty 
it’ would be to adjust fairly the rates 
as between shippers and as between 
different localities, What EF wish to 
say is, that while a railway commis’ 
sion) is necessary, in my humbiq opin- 
ion, towards remedying the present 
conditions, it does not and cannot; in 
tha natuce of things, provide a com- 
plete remedy for these conditions, Some 
of Hthose conditions, I am afraid, have 
gone beyond remedy, But the fact 
that there are or may be such condi- 
tions as cannot be remedied makes it 
ail the more necessary that we should 
provide against the recurrence of ‘like 
conditions in all cases in the future 
over which we have control, and with 
fhe responsibility for which we are 
charged, The point has probably been 
alluded to by other speakers, but I 
wishf to emphasize it, that the great 
difficulty! pve have, or shall have, in 
dealing with the question of rates on 
cur railroad system is the fact that 
the railroads of the country have been 
permitted to be overloaded witb in- 
debtedness. In vigw of that circum- 
stance, and in view of the facts laid 
«before the house, I desire to place 
before) the hon. members the great and 
urgent’ necessity of providing against 
over-capitalization of all railroads 
chartered/ by this house in future. I 
hold that if. this house allows railroads 
tor be bonded on the basis of their {pos- 
sible earning power, instead of 
quiring} that they shal] be bonded only 
om the basis of their cost, this house 
cannot afterwards come in and regu- 
late the rates below the point that 
will permit those roads to earn a fair 
interest on the amount of indebted- 
ness which has been incurred with the 
conseat of this house. We should pro- 
vida in all railroad charters hereafter 
given! that indebtedness shou!'d not be 
allowed{ beyond the cost of the road. 
Then, we pay for what we get and we
